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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is aquotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims land 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Park 
(6,324,953 Bl). Park teaches a cutting apparatus comprising a column 1 1, a blade 43, a 
support 40 and drive sources 41 and 44. The blade is interchangeable. See Figs. 20 and 



21. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 3-5 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Park (6,324,953 Bl) in view of Maynard (5,269,739). Park teaches everything but does 
not teach types of drive source. Maynard et al. teach using a servomotor or a hydraulic 
servomotor or a linear motor as driving sources. See col. 6, lines 30-34, col. 7, lines 37- 
49 and claim 3. Therefore, it would have been obvious to incorporate a servomotor or a 
hydraulic servomotor or a linear motor as taught by Maynard et al. to Rayment's cutting 
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apparatus as alternative power or driving sources from which manufacturers or 
consumers may select. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 15 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 6-14, 16 and 17 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 1-18 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
